The method 
determines payment for provisional of multiple different services based on predetermined 
reimbursement rules. The method involves receiving a record identifying a service provided to a 
specific entity and automatically creating a reimbursement record. Predetermined allocation rules 
are automatically applied for identifying a reimbursement record indicating a group of services 
provided to the specific entity on separate occasions to be billed together on a single bill. (See 
Abstract). 

Richmond discloses a method and system that enables an employer to provide prescription 
drug coverage. The user may use a card that accesses a general account established by a plan 
sponsor (See Abstract). 

Sackler et al. disclose a health insurance management system. A claim may be processed 
under more than one policy where appropriate and the system can handle both individual and 
family insurance policies (See Abstract).
